A Coroner's Jury Finds That
Hopper Bwallowed Strychnine.

SUFFERED FROM DEMENTIA

Hopper Was 72 Years Old and Was a
i Hunter and Trapper in Mon-
tans and ldaho Many

Years Ago.

An inquest was held vesterday after- |

lon the body of James Hopper, the wood- |
chopper, who was found dead in bed in |

his cabin In Quartz gulch, about 12
miles northwest of this city. The ovi-
dence showed that the deceased was 72
years of age and had been in Montana
for over a quarter of a century. Years
ago, before Montana had a place on the
map, Hopper was a hunter and trapper
on the Snake river in Idaho. For the
past eight years he has been engaged
in chopping wood for a living In and
around Brown's gulch. The cabin in
which he was found dead has been oc-
cupied by him for the past two years
He had lived alone and had no known
| relatives in this country.
| he was discharged from Wells' hospi-
tal In this city, where he had been laid
up for five weeks with a broken leg.
The evidence showed that he had ex-
hibited signs of mental decay for some
time and seemed to Le laboring under
the hallucination that he was wealthy
and that people were following  him
around for the purpose of robbery, He
was last seen alive last Saturday aft-
| ernoon in his cabin by neighbors who
had called to see how he was gelting
| along and take him provisions suaffi-
cient to last until he should be able to
getl around again and cave for himself.
The fact was developed that he com-
mitted suicide by taking strychnine, a
rhial containing poison belng found on
the floor when the door to the cabin
was foreed open,

C, W, Johnson, whose cabin s some
!lwn miles distant from that ocoupied
hy Hopper, testified that he went to see
Hopper last Saturday afternoon and
took him some  provisions, He sald
I wi appeared to be a little off men-
tally and talked to himself, seeming o
be impressed with the beliel that people
| were chasing him around the cabin and
that a woman was at the head of the
plot to do him up. The witness said
he was notitied Monday afternoon that
Hopper was locked in his cabin and
that ke and two others went up to in-
vestigate, believing that perhaps he was
| dead. He sald there were no windows
| in the cabin and knowing that Hopper
| was slightly unbalanced they were
| afraid to venture in fromt of the door
| for fear that Hopper might have bar-
i ricaded himsell inside and would shoot
Lthrongh the door. They made consid-
erable nofse, however, and receiving no
response concluded that Hopper was
dead. The witness then told of coming
to Butte and returning with Chanece
| Harris; that they forced the door gnd
| found Hopper lying in bed, dead. He
(sald Hopper always kept strychnine in

thé cabin for the
| rats and mice and that he was satisfied
that the deceased took his own life, He
|rlltl Hopper had frequently remarked
that if he ever got 2o he couldn't work
he would kill himself rather than go
ta the poor house or a hospital,

George Jordis, who Hves about a mile

and a half from Hopper's cabin, testi-
| fied that he went to see Haopper on the
| Fourth of July and found him sitting
in front of his cabin. He made a pair
of crutches for him, cut him some wood
and packed some water into the cabin.
He retorned the next day and, finding
the door fastened, rapped and called to

Hopper, but receiving no response,
started for Johnson's cabin, where he
stated that he guessed Hopper was

dead.

Chance Harris, who went out to the
cabin with Johnson Tuesday morning
and brought the body to Butte, testified
that he found the door fastened from
the inside with a cord wood stivk and
forced it open. The dead man was lying
on his back In bed. There was a partly
filled phial of strychnine lying on the
fMloor near the door. There were no evi-
dences of any struggle having taken
place in the cabin and no marks of any
| kind on the body. The witness said he
|luoked around fer letters and papers,

und nothing except a few

found an old tin can containing $45.50
| and a receipted hospital bill.

The jury returned a verdict to the of-
fect that the deccased died from the
effects of strychnine polgoning and that
| the dose was administered by his own
hand.,
